J eremiah Lynch, a farmer died 
of wounds as his determined com­ 
panions battled 
to prevent a tax 
sale. 
Police, 
later 
reinforced 
by 
sol­ 
diers, at first believed only a couple 
dozen had been injured. But tonight 
it was learned eight doctors had 
set up a private dressing station 
near the farm where the fight oc­ 
curred and many injured were at­ 
tended. 
The 
courage of a woman, Mrs. 
Eamonn O’Neill whose husband is 
one of the county court members 
of the Dail, was credited with sav­ 
ing many more from injury. ’While 
bullets W’ere flying she rushed be- 
tw^een the battling farmers and offi­ 
cers 
and 
pleaded 
with 
them 
to 
cease. 
Fearing 
they 
would strike 
her, both slackened their fire. 
Without regard to her owm safe­ 
ty Mrs. O’Neill helped Lynch out 
of the farmyard w'here the battle 
raged. 
The policemen were attacked as 
they were guarding a yard where 
cattle taken from two farmers for 
failure to pay land taxes were being 
.sold. Ultimately the defending force 
was augmented by a military de­ 
tachment. 
A feature of the battle was 
a 
spectacular charge of tw’elve men 
in a motor lorry, w’hlch plunged 
at top speed through a cordon of 
police around the barricaded cattlc- 
yard.

300 civil guards drawn up 
in two cordons before the yard. 
The crowd of farmers suddenly 
parted

The farmers 
eventually broke ranks and scatter­ 
ed, but reformed and stood their

battle started again, raging as far 
back as Patrick street, the main 
thoroughfare. 
A detachment of military in full
